Sir Curzon ond his assailant. Sir Man- 
cherjeo , Bhownaggres prosided, and tho 
company included’ two former Governora 
of Bombay, Tord Harris and. Lord 
Lamington: -P rofessor~- Wyndham Dans 
tan, Mr. Lionel Abrahams (Assistant 
Under-Seoretary of State for Tedia), Mr. 1? 
Praveia Hatt (eovein of Sir Curzon 
Wyllie), Colonel “Sir James. Dunlop 
Smith, Colone! Sir David Barr, Sir 
Krishna Gurta, and Mr, Abbas Ali Baig 
(members of the Council of India), Sir 
Lesley’ Prohyn, Countess. Martinengo 
(oresident of the Orientat Club), Colonel 
T. FH, Hendley, representatives of various 
Indian socictics in this country, and Mr, 
‘M, M. Gandevia (hon. scerctary), 

Sir M. M. Bhownaggree, on behalf of 
the Bombay committee of subscribers, 
offered the bust for. aceentancs. by the 
authorities of the Imuorin! Tnstitute, He }- 
read a Ictter from Lady Wyllie stating 
that it would be impossible for hor to 
attend a ceremony reviving memories so
